Applicant argues that the 
product produced by the references and that of the instant invention cannot be the same but gives really no solid evidence of that. They 
allege that the references would not have the same amino acid makeup as the invention but show no evidence of this. Applicant argues 
also that the references do not teach the claimed characteristics but those characteristics wouid be inherent to the claimed products 
produced in the references since the same starting material and enzymes are used as the invention. Applicant also argues that the 
invention only brings about changes in the protein component of the substrate and argues that the reference teach changes in the 
carbohydrate and fat content in addition to the protein content of which applicant provides no evidence of. . 
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
